Generalship is the most impor- 
‘tant function of the quarterback. 
The quarterback must be a leader. 
He must be courageous, haye con- 
fidence, foresight, energy, endur- 
ance, personal magnetism and «a 
good voice, He must be able to 
inepire strong men and possess 
passionate love for the gamé. 

A good field general is a tr 
ure and should be protected as 
as possible. If the coach can prop- 
erly balance his team, he shou 
relieve his quarterback of as many 
mechanical duties as possible 60 
he can devote himself the more 
tothe job of directing the attack. 
He should do little running, pase- 
ing, punting and place or drop 
kicking. Too often it happens that 
the quarterback, also has to carry 
the ball, punt, block, throw passes, 
receive punts and tackle. The re- 
sult is that many. quarterbacks go 
wrong because their time is occu- 
pied in perfecting the details of 
theee duties. Furthermore, the 
physical exertions @evelop exhaus- 
tion, injury or an overheated 
brain which may impair mental 
faculties in'a just at a mo- 
ment when his best judgment 
should be called inte play. 

The quarterback may be a large 
or small man. Moet of them hap- 
. Generalship does 
not require much physical weigtit 
or great speed. But, if the quar-

TYPICAD VIEW 

“It ie of primary importance in 
our national taxation policy that 
the war excise taxes on automotive 
products and other legitimate in- 
dustries should be removed. 

“These war measures, justified in 
a time of emergency, are danger- 
ous in principle when continued 
in a peace-time program. 

“The issue involved here is more 
far-reaching than the question of 
ease of collection or the amount 
which the source yields. It is 
manifest unfair to single out a 
few legitimate products for con- 
tribution to the national treasury. 
Under such a policy no business 
would be safe from especial levy. 
“In addition to the inequity of 
singling out any particular product

Manufacturers gen ly have 
taken to their heart the Mellon 
idea that surtax and inheritance- 
tax modification should come first 
and take the biggest slice of the 

surplus. 
OUTSIDE AID 

The automobile rakers, however, 
have doughty champions of their 
case outside thelr own ranks. 

“In my opinion.” writes Junior 
Owens, secretary of the American 
Bottlers of Carbonated Beverages, 
“all the so-called nuisance taxes 
should be eliminated in the new tax 
bill. As a war measure these taxes 
were a necessity, but on a peaag 
basis they are unfair, unsound and 
an an-American penalty on the in- 
dustries inflicted with them as well 
as upon the public pat 
those Industries. 

“There are a number of the so- 
called nuisance taxes which should 
be done with,” saye D. J. 
Woodlock, managing director of 
the Retail Credit Men's National 


Association. F 

‘It would seem that elimnia- 
tion of most of the so-called nuis- 
ance taxes is desirablie,”’ says How- 
ard Andrews of St. Louis, president 
of the National Association of Rail- 
road Tie Producers. “It would cer- 
tainly seem that automobiles are 
of merchandise 
that their taxation is unfair.” 


DRUGGIST DEMURS 
“The first duty of Congress,” in 
the opinion of Samuel C. Henry of 
Chicago, secretary of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists, “is 
to remove all nuisance and war- 


time taxes. In this connection we 
jare interested in the exorbitant 


tax on alcohol, half of which was 
levied during the war purely as a 
war revenue measure. As this tax 
is a direct burden upon the sick 
and is burdensome and annoying 
to legitimate industry, we feel that 
it should be,.removed along with 
other war taxes of the nuisance va- 
riety.” 

Fourth and fifth on the list of 
six points which constitute the tax- 
reduction ideas of the Nationa! 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association are 
the following: 

“Eliminating or reducing the 
taxes on automobiles. Eliminating 
the more troublesome taxes of a 
nuisance nature.” 

Second on the list of the Steel 
Barrel Manufacturers’ Institute is 
the following, as stated by G. M. 
Moore, general manager of the De- 
troit Range Boller and Steel Bar- 
rel Company: | 

“At a meeting of this institute, 
held recently, it was also felt that 
taxes on automobiles, theater ad- 
missions, club dues and other so- 
called nuisance taxes, should be 
eliminated.

There has been some reduction 
since then, but even so, what would 
be left if all the so-called nuisance 
taxes were to be repealed in the 
forthcoming tax bill? What would 
be left for surtax reduction? How 
much would remain for cutting the 
normal tax rate? By what amount 
could the government reduce inher- 
itance taxes? Gift taxes? Corpora- 
tion taxes? Capital stock taxes? 
Any other taxes? 

Figure it out; it is easy. If the 
nuisance taxes were all repealed 
there would not be left in the treas- 
ury so much as a plugged quarter 
for reduction of other taxes.

MELLON’S PLEA 
FINDING FAVOR 


Repeal of Federel Eeate Tax 
Indorsed 
Industrial Conference Body 


Would Not Reduce National 
Revenue Greatly _

A repeal of the Federal tax on 
inheritances would not make  s0 
very much difference in our total 

ent revenue during the 
next two years, declares the board, 
since action by March 16, 1926, 
would leave estates of persons dy- 
erg Up to that date taxed at pres- 
ent rates and “the loss of the re- 
maining few months of the fiscal 
year would emall. -Material 
revenue also would still be col- 
lected from this source even in 
the fiscal year, ‘1927, it is pointed 
out, as considerable time genera]- 
ly elapses between the death of «a 
person and the payment of the 
‘Federal tax by his estate.” 


REVENUE PRODUCED 

Perhaps opposition to the Fed- 
eral inheritance tax would be even 
stronger except for the belief held 
by many people that here ig a 
source of revenue extremely im- 
portant to the government. These 

may be surprised te learn 
what a small proportion of the 
total revenue es from taxation 
of estates. 

Approximately $109,000,000 
revenue from that source was col- 
lected by the government during 
the last fiscal year. Substantial 
as the amount ts, it represents, aft- 
er all, less than 3 per cent of the 
tetal ordinary revenues of the gov- 
ernment. 


BURDEN OVERLAPS 

That the levying of inheritance 
taxes should be left entirely to the 
States is based fundamentally, of 
course, on the belief “that Federal 
taxation tn this field aggravates a 
situation of confusion and chaos 
resulting from the multiple and 
overlapping inheritance-tax claims 
of various States.”’ 

In thirty-eight States, if a res!i- 
dent dies leaving stock in a domes- 
tio corporation, the shares are 
taxed by three different jurisdic- 
tions; namely: (1) the State of 
domicile; (2) the State of incorpo- 
ration, and (3) the Federal gov- 
ernment. 

The board adds: “If the corpo- 
ration is incorporated in more 
than one State each may join in 
levying on the stock. Thirty States 
tax bonds deposited within their 
confines irrespective of the domi- 
cile of the owner. So burdensome 
are the combined multiple estate 
taxes in some isolated cases that 
the total tax has eaten/up a ma- 
terial portion of the estate. Litiga- 
tion resulting from the complexity 
of the various claims often amounts 
to more than the tax itself.”

‘Whether or not the whole affair 
will be laid before the grand jury 
will depend on the outcome of the 
conference between Mr. Keyes and 
Mr. Hill. 

The matter, {t was explained, 
will depend on the question of 
whether irregular or forged signa- 
tures in petitions presented to the 
City Council constitute a crime un- 
der the law, and whether or not 
the fraudulent petitions constitute 
“material points” as defined by law 
in forgery cases 

Charges have been made in. the 
eg few weeks that the petitions 

or erection of ornamental light- 
ing standards in Los Angeles 
streets have been filled with forged 
signatures and that salesmen and
